Creamery Report 


Delry Branch Extending Organization 
ef Co-Operative Creams rise 

According to statistics compiled by 
the dairy department ot the depart¬ 
ment of agriculture, a total of 
nearly on# and one-half million dol¬ 
lars' worth of butter and othar pro¬ 
ducts was handled by the creameries 
which have furnished records. Tola 
by no means represents the total re¬ 
turns of the dairy industry of the 
province, bat gives a good Idea of the 
Increase. 

Returns from 23 creameries In the 
province show a total make of 3,831,- 
JOO pounds of butter, valued at $1,- 
069,443. Other products handled by 
theee creameries, auch aa milk, 
cream, ice cream and butter milk, 
show e total value of $379,163. 

Of these creameries fifteen are co¬ 
operative and under the supervision 
of the dairy branch ot the department 
of agriculture. One remarkable fea¬ 
ture of this year's work baa been tne 
expansion of trade in the products of 
th* creameries with other province#. 
This Is particularly noticeable in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, where Basaatcnewan 
-utter nas displaced New Zealand 
butter with the consumers of that pro¬ 
vince. According to statements of 
the officials of tne dairy uranen, if 
Saskatchewan had produced oouble 
the amount of butter reauy sale for 
the product woouid have been tound 
in the coast province. The demand al 
borne has Increased considerably and 
(or that reason shipping to Outside ] 
points had to be res trie tad In a rneaa 
ore. 

Although no definite plans are In 
view for 1919. the dairy branch has 
already commenced work on the Idea 
of spreading out In the matter of or¬ 
ganizing co-operative creameries. At 
uie present time only fifteen of these 
exist, and It la desired that doubt* 
the number should be in operation In 
order to meet tb* law of aamaud on 
the products. Ihe great activity 
shown by farmers in mixed farming 
brings in* dairy branch to a realiza¬ 
tion that more organised creameries 
are necessary) 

Much la expected from th# live¬ 
stock commission appointed recently 
by the government ot the province to 
inveetigate Into livestock marketing 
conditions. For two or three years 
past the farmers have imported sev¬ 
eral thousands of milch cowa Into the 
province and th* number of herds has 
greatly Increased with the natural re¬ 
sult that products hav* Increased. 
Tbe commission will make It e point 
to enquire Inte L e butter Industry of 
the province.

The United State* And 
The Question Of Armed 
Merchantmen. 

Germany'# tiiraat of a submarine war 
to re commence on the first of March ia 
placing fi»e United States once more d 
the forefront of attention, and aawewriu- 
tbe situation is one of extreme tender- 
uem. produced by the lYvaident being in 
oppfHiitiou to the majority of Congrva* 
on the point aa to wtetlwr Americans 
ought to lieed the warniug of Germany 
to nentral nations that none of tbeir 
subject* travel nu artued tnercbatiUnen 
belonging to the powers with whom Ger¬ 
many ta at war. Tlie President stands 
foi the righto of American citiaena to do 
a# they please in tlw matter, on the 
grounds that submarine stuck as iu the 
past is a violation ol warfare alM inter¬ 
national law. ahile the majority in Con¬ 
gress is strongly in favour of warning 
Americans off armed merchantnn-n. 

The situation la admittedly acme,and 
as to which policy mill in the end be carr¬ 
ied cannot I* stated. But the question 
involved la ooe of principle with the 
United States; whether ebe will go ttitii 
Ui* will of Uw President and maintain 
wliat are clearly the rights of neutrals 
according to international law, or wlwt- 
her she will go with Congress and take 
llwaafer bat less dignified path of acqui¬ 
escence to Germany's request. 

In Uw first place, Germany lias no 
right to regard armed merchautmeu as 
warship* and liable to instant destruct¬ 
ion, even apart from consideration of 
the fact liiat they became armed after, 
and not before site commenced her sub¬ 
marine warfare. According to tlw Seventh 
IIagoe Convention of 19U7 it was laid 
down that ‘couverted merchantmen do 
not po w esa the righto and duties of war¬ 
ships unless they are placed under the 
authority, cou(r« l and nwpuuaibility of 
the power wh **• flag .bey fly. In add 
itiou to in is they um*l be»<r tlw external 
marks of the aarahip* of ihrir nation¬ 
ality, tlwir commanders must hr duly 
commissioned officer* in the service of 
tlw state «ith their names luscnlwd in 
tlw navy lists, their crews must be sub¬ 
ject to naval discipline, and Uwy most 
observe in tlwir operations the laws and 
customs of war' Moreover, 'a belliger 
ent who convert# a uwrehantohip into a 
saraliip muat, se soon aa possible, aim 
ounce such conversion in Uw lists of its 
fleet*. Merchant ships muat also be 
armed in Uw porta of Uw nation of their 
origin. 

Tlw qumtiou of armed mrrcliantmrn 
has always bneu a thorny one, abd there 
are many sides to it. hut tlw foregoing rra- 
poosibihues are sufficient fur Uw case 
under consideration aa allowing that Uw 
a<awd merchantmen of Graat Britain are 
not war vessels, as tlwy are manned by 
ilw officer* and « raw of Uw mervltant ser¬ 
vice, Uwy do not prsawas the righto and 
ditties of warships, (right of capture and 
search, etc;), uor are tlwy under Uw con¬ 
trol of the Admiralty, remaining in tlw 
toswesaion of Uwtr companies and insur¬ 
ed as merchant vmm-Is. 

Clearly then. Germany's contention 
that they are to be recognised ss anxil 
iary cruisers' lias no foundation Iu inter 
ua Ilona I law. Tlwy liave become armed 
merchantmen merely for aelf protected 
against Uw German submarine, and af¬ 
ter a Is |nw of tinw, Germany would torn 
Uw tables by aiinenncing to Uw world 
that she most attack amwd men ham 
men belonging to l»er eiirtnlca as Uwy 
constitute a menace to brr submarine 
warfare, an argument which for h«ic is 
comparable to tlw bulk of Iwr arguments 
since Uw commencement of huetilltie*. 

An armed merchantmen, then, accord¬ 
ing to international law. is open to free 
use by neutrals, and a belligerent power 
Iws no authority to warn neutrals away 
any more than in the case of the ‘Liisi 
tauia' which was not armed. It a- 
niountr to a breach of neutrality fur a 
neutral to disregard international law 
at the request of a belligerent, hence Uw 
words of the President that the honor 
and aslf respect of Uie nation is involved 
we covet peace and shall preserve it at 
any eat but tlw loss of honor’. 

The stand which tlw President is tak¬ 
ing is that baaed on the reasoning of in¬ 
ternational law: the majority in Cong 
contenting itself by assuming that dis¬ 
cretion is tlw better part of valour. 

Tlw position of the President, based as 
it is. is clearly in aup|iort of his policy 
throughout the war. From tlw begin¬ 
ning be lisa maintained a firm and a 
jn-t stand for ilw righto of neutrals and 
neutrality. The (ongrtw* majority, by 
pointing out the way to the abandoning 
uf Uiat position, hi asking Imn to forego 
the fruits of the struggles of tlw past 
eighteen montiis Should lw do so tlw 
w bole working of Dr. Wilson for the righto 
of neutrals would crumble and Uw 
United States would stand iu the unen-

The Equal Suffrage Bill. 

The nraaeot session at Kdinonbm h* 
alluded to as one of little moment and 
likely to be concluded wiUiin four or five 
weeks. 

But with tlw bill for equal suffrage be¬ 
fore the legislature th a morion will no 
doubt go down as oue of the must beue 
ficiwl that haa ever been held. 

Tlw righto of equal priviligee is oiw 
that we of today iwver question. It ia 
regarded as the only right and proper 
thing, and (hat Uw women of our com- 
nmnitics have not been allowed what ia 
shortly to be theirs ia one of Uw anotn- 
alien of our free government system. At 
I art however, the bill has reached the 
legislative stage,and there ia Httla doubt 
aa to its becoming law. 

The el!net that the women vote will 
have on our polities is immeasurable. 
Tlw wotnm in a new country such aa 
this is have lawn in all the hardships 
and asai-ned in laying tlw pruapantr of 
it. and h la only lair that they should 
have a voice in tlw management of its a- 
ffairw. It b« in matters relating to nines- 
tiou and tlw home where Uwir influence 
will be felt. Had Uie women had Uw 
vote at the time of tlw prohibition 
plebeecite the majority would have btwn 
overwhelmingly greater Uian it really 
was, but the activity tlwy displayed mt 
tint time in influencing public opinion 
to vole for the measure ia illustrative of 
the very powerfal influence for cleaner 
and better ciliseo ship which they bold. 


Why We Don’t 
Adopt the Monthly 
Credit System

The Telephone orders are easily overcome by simply tel¬ 
ling us over the phone to bring change for a certain amount. 
We might say even now we have several customers who do 
this. 

The customer who draws his salary every month we feel 
is at an advantage without being at any great disadvantage 
It is a case of getting one month ahead and by so doing he 
can pay for his goods without any disadvantage and will 
find his account will not be as big each month as if he were 
buying on a monthly system. It is a well known fact that a 
person will buy more goods on a credit basis than they will 
for cash. 

Sending your children down for goods is what we con¬ 
sider the hardest proposition to handle. This can be over¬ 
come in a great many cases by keeping a want list of what 
you want and have certain days set for doing your shopping 
If you try this plan we feel that you will find it will work out 
to your advantage. 

While we are open to admit that the monthly credit sys¬ 
tem gives our customers some advantages we feel that the 
cash system gives you an advantage which is of far greater 
importance to you than the advantages under the Credit 
System. 

We have a great many customers who pay us monthly 
and while we would like to continue this system with them 
we feel it ie an impossibility to run two systems as we ex¬ 
plained in last week’s paper. To adopt a credit system in any 
form means higher prices for your goods. 

Below are given a few reasons of extra expense even in a 
monthly account system. 

1 Doing a monthly credit business there are a number 
who take advantage of it by not paying for their goods for 
their goods for six or eight months. 

2 Tne expenses of office up-keep through sendina out 

accounts. * 

3 There are often times we have to take expensive 
means of collecting Blow accounts which are bound to occur 
at times through a credit system of any kind. 

4 The merchant has to add more profit on his goods to 
overcome a certain amount of dead heads which are bound to 
occur even through a monthly system. 

Our whole aim is to give the cash customer the lowest 
possible prices and we feel that while the monthly credit 
system has its advantages what we all aim to do is to buv 
our goods at the lowest prices and even under the monthlv 
system it is impossible for any merchant to give you as close

Toe grand duhs la not only an able 
man but a fearless, decisive, and pat¬ 
riotic man. 

Ha hae never had but ona purpose 
since the wer started. That was to 
contribute hla share to the Russian 
victory. When the Otar believed he 
had done hla great eat work and that 
me time had come for me people to 
know that their ruler wae hlmeelf 
willing to take charge of the army, 
the grand duke stepped aside willing¬ 
ly and in doing eo urged the army to 
given even greeter services to the 
Gsar than U nad given to him.” 

With reaped to the Csar. Mr. Wash¬ 
burn le oi the opinion that Americana 
generally misunderstood him. 

"He le not a small man.” said me 
writer, in eny sense of the word. On 
the other bend, he Is an ahls, cultured 
genUeman with a great deal of deter¬ 
mination. 

"Whlls It Is trus he may not be a 
great military man. ha has chosen .or 
hie chief of staff a man who In my 
estimation Is ths greatest leader de¬ 
veloped by the war. That la Gen 
Alexieff. Aleileff knows the Russian 
army almost tb the Individual man in 
me army. He has a perfect grip on 
every situation. 

"If be decides to retreat he will re¬ 
treat in order. If bs decides to ad¬ 
venes he will be ready to advance and 
he will advance. When Alexieff de¬ 
cides the time has come to break 
through the German army be will be 
ready to break through Nothing short 
of the miraculous will prevent him If 
hs reaches that decision. 

"But to return to tbs Csar. It took a 
great deal of determination to Issue 
the vodka order. He Issued It sod It 
has been s good thing for Russia. It 
took a great deal of determination t> 
dissolve It It took equally great de¬ 
termination to ramove the grand duke. 

"The csar of Russia has the great 
eat responsibility of oaf Individual In 
ths world. 1 doubt If there 1 # any 
man alive who could serve In the posi¬ 
tion without doing many things 
wrong. 

"But ths prasent Csar la Intensely 
patriotic and devoted to Rflasta When 
he does a thing be does It beesnts 
hs believes H to be for Russia’s good 
And the Rusalsn people ere back ot 
the Csar to a man In his determina¬ 
tion to Aght thle war out until It la 
ended with victory. 

Turning for a moment to his own 
experiences, Mr. Washburn said 

T consider myself the champion civ¬ 
ilian evacuator In the world. 1 be¬ 
lieve I have evacuated every place the 
Russ lea army evacuated. I long ago 
lost control of them Sometimes 1 got 
out ahead ot the army and sometimes 
not until after It left. But 1 always 
got out—and for that matter, so did 
the army.

The German navy haa recently 
treated us to no little display of force 
at Uie southern and of uie Bailie. 

Reports tali of cruisers aud destroy- 
srs dashing hither and thither, now 


that her naval officers can In nay way 

compete with ours in dash. In aplftv 
or In that wonderful faculty of adapt*- 
Hon to circumstances that haa Been 
the outstanding feature of our con¬ 
duct in this sea war. 

The British navy's grip Is tights* 
log, and ths swarm of submarines le 
going to show Germany what a sub¬ 
marine blockade le. and tha lesson 
wlH not bs too pleasant. 

In ths Mediterranean tha list of cas¬ 
ualties among merchantmen is quite 
smell, and no transports have recent¬ 
ly been attacked, though an enormous 
number of these ships have been ply¬ 
ing to and fro In tha Middle Be*. 

It would seem that the navy hsa 
got this submarine menace wall la 
hand, end thougu we must expect a 
new outburst of activity on the pan 
of tha U Boats, and must prepare our¬ 
selves for some losses among' our 
numerous transports. It seems certain 
that we shall not suffer any aedous 
hindrance to our operations in the 
Balkans / 

But there Is another aspect of Get*,, 
many’s piracy campaign which must' 
certainly be taken into account. 

I refer to the possibility IT attacks 
being made on our hospital ships. The 
German Wlrelees Press has for soma 
days past conta.ned lying statements 
to the effect that we are uatng hos¬ 
pital ships to carry munitions of war. 
The secretary of the admiralty hsa 
Just Issued a further absolute denial 
of these falsehoods. The Arst appear* 
ance of tha hospital ship lies was 
quickly followed by the announcement 
that the Anglia with 400 wounded on 
board bad been sunk by a mine! 

It wae further suggested that the 
mines had drifted In from our own 
Aside In the North Sen. but this la 
proved false by the fact that a heavy, 
south wee ter ly gale had raged for sev¬ 
eral days before the disaster Tha 
most probable axplanstlon Is that a 
German mine-laying submarine, tak¬ 
ing advantage of this gals, released a 
number of floating mines at the en¬ 
trance to the Channel, trusting i> 
their sinking something aa they were 
carried up the Channel. 

Hut the navy la on the spot and can 
no doubt afford adequate protection to 
our wounded as they return from tha 
seat of war. 


attacking lue British steamer Thelma 
in Swedish territorial waters, now 
steaming up through the Bound and 
Into tha Gauogut, only to come flying 
bach helter-skelter to German watsrs 
“aa If tha davll were after them."

Brit¬ 
ish military authorities, according 
to recent advices, have of late made 
a careful study of tha French sye- 
tem of aeriml defence in the hope of 
Andtng In it a suggestion for the bet¬ 
ter protection of London. At the 
same time several prominent Ameri¬ 
can Inventors are supposedly en¬ 
gaged in the problem. 

Complete details of the Paris sys¬ 
tem of fortlAcsilon are not known 
publicly in America. Moat informa¬ 
tion v or this character haa naturally 
bean withheld by tha censor. The 
general Idea of the plan, however. 
Is partially understood, aa are some 
of the Ingenious instruments used for 
detecting the approach Of hostile 
airships and ascertaining their 
ranges. Prior to the opening of hos¬ 
tilities abroad asrtaj defence was a 
nonentity. Almost all progress In this 
direction haa been recent, and It 
tharefora constitutes not only an 
Important but a very new phase of, 
this latest method of warfare.

Ths German soldiers, according to 
what l gathered from the prisoners 
taken by the Russians, were to!d that 
Ruaala wou.d seek peace if they cap¬ 
tured Warsaw. They captured War¬ 
saw. but they failed to capture or 
destroy tha Russian army defending 
Warsaw. 

"Then the German# were told that 
If they went on n few miles further, 
the Russians undoubtedly would be 
destroyed and peace with Russia 
would bs obulneo. They west not a 
few miles, but many miles. 

"But they had to fight and fight ter¬ 
rifically all the way. At ao time did 
they desuoy the Russian army, though 
they did destroy and capturs several 
units of the army. 

‘Finally tha Germans reached a 
point which la like a balance. They 
could go no farther. If they did. they 
would extend their communication# 
beyond the danger point. And they 
knew that all the Urns they were 
making it simpler for the Russians to 
defend tbemaeivea. 

"U Is my Arm belief that tha Rus¬ 
sian army la tor mors powerful on tha 
defense than the offense. 

"Although It suffered terribly (a Us 
retreat, toe army Inflicted tremendous 
damage on the Germane.

"As 1 regard the situation today, 
Germany and Russia art largely Uke 
two prlxe fighters, like Johnson apd 
Willard si Havana, If you wiab. Ger¬ 
many haa all ths science, all of the 
generalship, all of the weapons, every¬ 
thing that Johnson bad In that fight 
But Uke Johnson. Germany has a lim¬ 
it to Its physical endurance. 

* Russia, on tha other band, has Just 
bsgnn to acquire the science, weap¬ 
ons, and the U)ie, but at no lime has 
Russia been without endurance. 

"Johnson in the prlxs fight reached 
the point where he knew it waa use¬ 
less to land another blow on Willard. 
Its German army has reached the 
point where It feels that it Is almost 
ussleaa to advance further Into Rua¬ 
ala to deliver another blow, because 
It rsallies that the Russian arm will 
only coma back for more, that It can 
take and assemble more punishment 
than any other army the world has 
•vtr teen. 

Tt Is beemuse of this feeling on the 
part of the German army and because 
of the failure of the German plan to 
crush tbs Russian army and force 
Russian Invasion as ons of ths great 
•at mistakes of ths wsr. 

"Although It msy seem a rash pre¬ 
diction. 1 venture to make It that when 
the German army finally crumbles. If 
It does crumble, or whan Germany la 
finally willing to make peace and 
peace will not be made until Germany 
le willing to make It almost at the al¬ 
llee' terms, Russia will be tbs power 
to force Germany to Its knees

Patriotic Fund Wo:k 


Over Eight Million Shells Have Al¬ 
ready Gone Forward to Britain 

The statement of business that has 
been transacted In Canada In behaif 
of the briliac government since toe 
outbreak of the war shows that there 
uave been orders given to Canada for 
22.SOO.udO shells, aud that ovtr *,OuO~ 
000 shells out o. tost number have 
already gone forward to Britain. 

The co»t of all the component parts 
required in the manufacturing of the 
total order for sheila, incluuing tne 
machinery end assembling, la esti¬ 
mated at 92i2.000.0o0. In addition 
mere have been orders from ins war 
ouice tor cartridge cases, primers, 
forgings, etc., amounting to $ 20 , 0 oo, 
000 . making a total slightly exceeding 
92 UO.OOO,ouu. The actual shipments of 
ammunition that have gone forward 
lo Great Britain from the factories of 
Canada have amounted to 2,000,000 
"hxsd" end S.OOO.OOO "unfixed shells 
This total output of 8 , 000.000 sheila 
out of 22 . 80 u .000 contracted for reprw 
sents sn actual expenditure up to ths 
and of last year of 996,000,000. 

Tha latest available figures also 
show that there are some 422 plants 
engaged In filling contracts at pres 
enl under the direction of the Im¬ 
perial munitions board. Tbs different 
kind of shells tost are being manu¬ 
factured for tha British government 
In this country ar# aa follows: Fif¬ 
teen pounder shrapnel amply, 18 
pounder shrapnel fixed, 18-pounder 
high explosive empty, 18 pounder 
high explosive fixed, 45 howltxer 


Receipts and Advances In ths Prov¬ 
inces Are Tabulated 
The Canadian Patriotic Fund execu¬ 
tive has Issued a provincial analysis 
of the receipts and expenditure# oi 
the fund for the period ending Decem¬ 
ber 11, 1915. illustrating ths advan¬ 
tage of relegating to a national fund 
the responsibility of maintaining tbe 
wives and children of tbe soldiers. 

"In certain parts of the couatry a 
Utile hostility was shown during the 
early months of tha war to tha na¬ 
tional undertaking," says tbe state¬ 
ment, "ths craxe for local autonomy 
causing landing cltisens of certain 
towns to prefer to retain control of 
their own funds rather then entrust 
them to the Canadian National Pat¬ 
riotic Fund. This attitude Is nuw prao- 
ucai.y nonexistent. Had It bees gen¬ 
eral a glance at ths following lists 
will show that, while more than 
ample provision# would hav# been 
made to soldiers’ families In Eastern 
Canada, they would have bad s hard 
time In certain of the western prov* 
Inces. The principle st the beck of the 
national fund Is that a community 
shall contribute to the extent of its 
ability and draw to the extent ot Its 
needs In tne cases of Alberta and 
British Columbia, the former would 
not equal tbe latter. In both prov¬ 
ince# enlistment baa been heavy, 
while until recently there wai a pro¬ 
nounced scarcity of funds Perhape 
this same condition ntlll obtains In 
British Columbia The National Pat¬ 
riotic Fund, however. Insures tha sold¬ 
ier's farqlly against want, no mmtsr 
whnt local conditions may be.
